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was {83. The matter was wholly within the 
powers of the Council and it is not for me to 
express any views as to the necessity of the step 
taken. 

THE NURSES’ CO-OPERATION. 

WE publish this week an article on compensation 
for nurses in cases of accident, and it is interesting 
to learn that under the Co-operation policy of 
insurance against accident, compensation to the 
amount of £157 15s. -has been paid to five nurses 
in the course of the year for accidents of various 
kinds—an average of £31 lls. There are 365 
nurses now on the general staff, and 34 asylum 
trained nurses who take mental cases only. Over 
100 nurses applied for membership during last year, 
and 30 who have worked for six months on proba- 
tion have been admitted to the staff. Members 
are scattered all over the world—New Zealand, 
W. Africa, B.E. Africa, Japan, China, India, 
Egypt, California, Canada, France, America, 
Ireland, Scotland and Wales! Who says a nurse’s 
life is dull ? 

A TRAGIC BLUNDER. 

“THE lady doctor who administered the 
chloroform said she thought the apparatus was 
in proper condition when handed to her by the 
theatre sister,”’ says a newspaper report of a tragic 
accident at Watford when a verdict of death by 
misadventure was returned by the coroner’s 
jury on a young woman, who died after the 
administration of chloroform. The jury added a 
rider that in future the theatre sister should be 
responsible for the apparatus in the operating 
theatre. We think the responsibility is one which 
should be shared by doctor and nurse; moreover, 
it is difficult to believe that an anesthetist would 
administer an anesthetic without testing the 
apparatus to see that it was in order. 

QUEEN’S NURSES AT SELFRIDGES. 

In order to help the Queen’s Institute Messrs. 
Selfridge kindly gave up two windows last week 
to a striking exhibit depicting the work of Queen’s 
Nurses and of headquarters. 

One portion explained on a large card the 
management of headquarters, and gave the names 
of the patrons, Council, etc.; another, and the 
largest part, represented the circumstances pre- 
vailing in a typical home where Queen’s Nurses 
work. Two poorly-furnished rooms were designed 
leading out of-one another, with a sick child in 
bed (one of a motherless family of four) who, as 
shown by the preparations made, needed a good 
deal of nursing attention. The bed was clean and 
neat, and the satisfactory improvised arrangements 
of the room were evidently owing to the nurse, as 
the living room and the appearance of the other 
children of the family left much to be desired. 
The Queen’s nurse was in her indoor uniform and 
a close cap, and the superintendent of the Home, 
distinguished by her silver medal, was seen paying 
one of her occasional visits to the homes of the 
people.

AN EXAMPLE. 

A VETERAN nurse writes from the U.S.A.: 
“Do your nurses in England stand still or do they, 
like ours in the United States, follow the advance 
of knowledge? Most nurses here are members 
of organisations, attend meetings, listen to lec- 
tures and demonstrations of new appliances. 
Our ‘RN.’ (Registered Nurse) does stand for 
something with the public, and no nurse can get 
a public position without it, nor can they join the 
Red Cross. I don’t think the rank and file of 
your nurses have worked hard enough. Over 
here it was we ourselves who went down and fought 
for our Bills and got them through the Legislature. 
We are not asking the men to go with us and do 
our work. If an old lady of 70 like myself can do 
this, surely the young people of the day should go 
into things whole-souled. If they want to fake out, 
they must put in.”’ 


THE NURSING EXHIBITION. 


THE Nursing and Midwifery Conference and 
Exhibition opened on Tuesday at the Central Hall, 
Westminster, by an informal reception to view the 
professional exhibits, of which there was a large 
and interesting collection.

The real point at issue is, shall we teach how 
self-disinfection can be carried out or not?

On this we must make up our minds and it is 
a solemn question. If we deny knowledge which 
may stay this terrible scourge we take a great, a 
truly awful responsibility and our reasons should 
be good indeed.

These diseases are certainly responsible for a 
large proportion of all cases of abortion _ Statistics 
are difficult to get, but the late Sir William Osler 
said that “ of the killing diseases, syphilis comes 
third or fourth.” If this estimate is correct at 
least 40,000 people die annually in Great Britain 
of syphilis alone. Gonorrhcea, is the cause of 
ophthalmia neonatorum. Besides this, general 
paralysis of the insane is the outcome of venereal 
disease, as are a large number of the 
locomotor ataxy.

MEDICAL NOTES. 


Intestinal Stasis! 

Dr. A.C, JorpAN, the well-known radiographer, 
has written an interesting article on ‘‘ Intestinal 
Stasis,” and its treatment. Tew nurses realise 
the effects of intestinal stasis; one of the leading 
specialists of the day says ‘‘ it takes people nearly 
a life time to learn how to take care of themselves.” 

“Stasis usually starts in the large intestine, 
and the start can be traced to infancy or early 
childhocd. The prevention of constipation and 
of gastric distension in childhood does much to 
ensure a healthy youth and a vigorous adult life. 
Take a typical case of stasis as seen in middle life, 
say between the ages of 45 and 55. The patient 
looks careworn and unhappy ; his skin is dry and 
winkled, and he looks older than his vears. 
He complains of headache and aching limbs: 
his muscles are stiff and easily fatigued, his joints 
theumatic; he is subject to lumbago, sciatica, 
or neuritis. His digestion is faulty and he suffers 
irom flatulence and ‘heart-burn’ with foul 
breath and a coated tongue. There is constipa 
tion, perhaps alternating with a form of ‘ diarrhcea’ 
characterised by loose stools, full of mucus, and 
very offensive. The patient is short of breath 
on slight exertion. 

How are these changes best dealt with ?

Dimol for Summer Diarrhoea. 


R. A. N. M. DAVIDSON contributes to th 
D Lancet results obtained last summer in the 
treatment of a small number of cases of 
and sub-acute diarrhcea with dimol 


acute syrup. 


Dimol is a detivative of phenol, much mor 
potent, and said to be entirely non-irritant, non 
toxic and non-absorbed. In the 23 
cases, 14 were treated with dimol syrup and no 
other treatment, no purge was given and no altera 
tion made in the feeding; two others had watet 
feeds for twelve hours and no purge; of these 16 
cases 12 were cured, | improved and was probably 
cured, and 3 were unimproved. In the 
seven cases, a preliminary purge (castor oil) 
Was given, and plain water feeds for 24 hours 
in addition to dimol syrup. One vomited the 
dimol, two were improved when last seen, and 
four were cured 

With regard to dosage, Dr. Davidson advises 
one drachm of the syrup to the vear four hourly 
in spite of the strong taste of dimol (resembling 
infants take it well when the syrup ts 
diluted with an equal part or more of water 
For older children syrup can be given in milk, 
jam or malt.

The Spahlinger Treatment. 

There has been some correspondence in the 
medical papers over the Spahlinger remedy for 
consumption. Dr. Leonard Williams writes highly 
of it, and it seems that Mr. Spahlinger, who is a 
Swiss, placed his time and resources at the service 
of the Allies and set aside his life’s aim—the dis- 
covery of a cure for consumption—in order to 
prepare anti-tetanic serum for the Russian Govern- 
ment. For this work he received not even his 
out-of-pocket expenses; so that the end of the 
war found him with greatly diminished resources 
and his anti-tuberculosis work much in arrear. 
Now his full supplies of sera and vaccine are very 
short and the existence of his laboratory is threat- 
ened.

THE POSITION 


OF NURSES.

HE essentials to the recovery of compensation 
- under the Workmen’s Compensation Act 
are (1) either that the applicant has sus- 
tained personal injury by accident arising out 
of and in the course of his or her employment, o1 
has contracted one of a number of specified 
industrial (such as anthrax, or lead, 
mercury, arsenic or phosphorus poisoning), and 
the disease is due to the nature of the employment ; 
(2) that the employment is not within one of

a person whose employment is of a casual nature 
and who is employed otherwise than for the 
purposes of the employer’s trade or business) ; 
3) that the injury has disabled the applicant for 
a period of at least one week, and (4) that notice 
of the accident has been given and the claim made. 

Any person who is employed otherwise than 
by way of manual labour whose remuneration 
exceeds £250 a year is excluded from the benefits 
of the act. But as the earnings of nurses seldom 
exceed that sum they are within its ambit. 
In certain circumstances, however, a_ visiting 
nurse might be excluded from its benefits by the 
casual nature of her employment which, of course, 
would not be for the purposes of the employer’s 
nurse employed in the 
It is diffi- 


trade or business. A 
ordinary way would not be excluded. 
cult to give a definition of what constitutes 
employment of a casual nature. Being called 
upon at irregular intervals would do so, but even 
if called upon at regular intervals, assuming the 
intervals are sufficiently long, it might still be 
regarded as casual. Nor does it follow that 
because the intervals are short the employment 
is continuous. The master will be liable even 
if the accident has happened when the servant 
has only been one minute in his employ, provided 
the intention was that the employment was to 
be continuous. Speaking generally, the employ- 
ment of a nurse would not be of a casual nature, 
and if she meetS with an accident in the course 
of her employment, even though there be no 
negligence on the part of the employer, she is 
entitled to compensation. 

Take this case. A nurse is employed to go to 
the respondent’s house two or three times a week. 
In the course of her employment she pricks her 
finger, blood poisoning supervenes and she loses 
her finger or her hand. She would be regarded 
as in regular employment and would be entitled 
to compensation. 

It is unnecessary to go into the question of 
industrial diseases, as they could seldom, if ever, 
arise in the case of nurses under the conditions 
laid down. A nurse in regular employment in 
order to recover compensation must therefore 


prove that she has met with an “accident ”’

she dies. That would be an “ accident,” andi 
the one case she would be entitled to compensatien 
and in the other her dependents would be com 
pensated. If in the ordinary course of her dutis 
when lifting a patient or through an unusw 
strain she sustains a rupture resulting in incapacity 
the latter injury would be an “ accident.” Ther 
are many other accident which wil 
readily occur to the mind. 

A question sometimes arises whether bloo 
poisoning, to which nurses are peculiarly liabl 
arises “in the course of ” the employment. Fa 
instance, a nurse might cut her finger while havug 
a meal or in some other way which has nothing 
to do with her employment, and a few days late! 
in the course of her duties while handling poisons 
or attending a patient the finger might becom 
poisoned, causing incapacity. In a recent (as 
the Court of Appeal upheld a County Court 
Judge’s award in favour of the applicant wh 
having cut his finger at home, continued at work 
and poisoned it three days later while gropig 
in the dirt at the bottom of a tank. It was hel 
that the injury by accident arose in the course @ 
the employment, being due to a germ getti 
into the workman’s hand while he was at work 

In another case, a workman was engaged B 
tightening a nut with a spanner when 4 fellow 
workman saw his left foot apparently 7 
and he fell back. He tried to recover hime 
and fell, striking his head. He was found to 
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Workmen's Compensation Act—Con/. 
dead and death was attributed to rupture 
of the aorta. The aneurism of the aorta was in 
such an advanced condition that it might have 
burst when the man was asleep. The Court, 
nevertheless, held the employer liable. _ 

In order to prove injury by ‘ accident it is 
necessary to indicate the time at which there was 
an accident which caused the injury. In other 
words “ accident ”’ points to some event which 
may happen at an asc ertainable time and excludes 
the anticipated and necessary consequence of 
continuous labour. Disease may be due, however, 
not to one specific and definite accident, but to a 
series of accidents, each one of which is specific 
and ascertainable though its actual influence on 
the resulting illness cannot be precisely fixed. In 
such circumstances an injured nurse would be 
entitled to the benefit of the statute. 

Inacase heard by the House of Lords two years 
ago a girl worked for the respondents at a lathe, 
and in the course of that work constantly sustained 
cuts and scratches on her hands. In March, 
1918, she showed symptoms of blood poisoning 
from the pus formed in the gathering caused by 
the cuts. She continued to work till April 27th, 
during which time further cuts and scratches 
were caused. By that time the poisoning had 
so got into her system that she had to stop work 
and became totally incapacitated from arthritis. 
It was held that though there was no evidence 
to prove that the incapacity resulted from the 
cuts on April 27th, there was conclusive evidence 
that it resulted from the cumulative effects of 
the series of accidents met with at her work. The 
girl was accordingly awarded compensation. 

Those who know anything of nursing will 
realise that such a series of similar accidents might 
easily befall a nurse. 

Where an applicant contracted enteritis from 
inhaling sewer gas in the course of his employment 
the Court found that injury by disease alone not 
accompanied by an accident was expressly excluded 
from the Act. 

The burden of proof is on the applicant to show 
that the accident arose out of and in the course of 
the employment. .There are many conflicting 
decisions on this point, but space prevents their 
being gone into. 

The relationship of employer and employed 
must exist to entitle the injured person to com- 
pensation; an independent contractor is not 
within the Act. In some cases, difficulty mav 
aise in determining who is the real employer. 
“Employer ” is defined in the Act as meaning any 
dy of persons corporate or unincorporate. A 
Nursing Association or a “ Home” sending a 
hurse to a private family would be the employers. 
The Association or ‘“‘ Home ” would therefore be 
liable if the nurse were injured while performing 
her duties at the house provided, as is usually 
the case, that she is paid by the Association or 

Home”, who have the power of recalling her. 
If however, the ““ Home ” acts merely as a registry 
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office in finding the nurse, the family would be 
the employer. Three hospital nurses and two 
carriers whose duty it is to place the patient on 
the operating table are temporarily the servants 
of the operating surgeon as soon as the door of 
the operating room has closed on them, and they 
remain such servants until the whole operation 
is completely finished. Their employers, however, 
would be none the less the hospital authorities, 
as they would be merely “ lent ” for the purposes 
of the operation. 

A “workman,” which term includes a nurse, 
may, at his option, either claim under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act or take proceedings 
independently of it under the Employers’ Liability 
Act when the injury has been caused by the 
personal negligence or wilful act of the employer 
or of some person for whose act or default the 
employer is responsible. The “‘ option ”’ is deemed 
to have been exercised (1) by a definite agreement 
to accept compensation under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act or the acceptance of money 
under that Act under such circumstances that 
such an agreement can be presumed; (2) by the 
“workman” either bringing an action at law 
against the employer or taking proceedings for 
compensation and carrying through the action 
or proceedings to a determination upon the merits ; 

*(3) when an action has been brought in which the 

plaintiff was unsuccessful and he or she gets 
the compensation assessed under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, a section of which provides 
that where it is found that the injury is one for 
which the employer is not liable in such action 
under the Employers’ Liability Act, but that he 
would have been liable to pay compensation undet 
the provisions of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, the Court in which the action is tried shall, 
if the plaintiff so choose, proceed to assess the 
compensation.

WHEN SICKNESS COMES. 


A MEMBER of the Nurses’ Co-operation and also 
of the College of Nursing writes :—‘ 1 am very 
anxious to draw your readers’ attention to the 
Professional and Business Women’s Hospital 
League.

To the many private nurses living in rooms 
or clubs it is a tremendous boon. Within two 
hours of informing the secretary that I was in need 
of urgent surgical treatment (a doctor’s certificate is, 
of course, necessary) I was admitted into a private 
hospital, where I was attended by a London 
surgeon, x-rayed and had every possible attention 
until fit to get about again.’””

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THE JENNER EXHIBITION. 


ULL of interest to all members of the nursing 
F profession must be the exhibition of Jennet 
relics now being shown at the Wellcome 
Historical Medical Museum, 54, Wigmore Street, 
London, in commemoration of the centenary of his 
death. 

One oil portrait shows him in the prime of life, 
a handsome face with a fearless gaze; the lines 
of the well-shaped mouth, too, indicate a keen 
sense of humour, as well as the presence of much 
of the milk of human kindness. 

Close to the portrait is an address presented 
by the President and members of the Physical 
Society of Guy’s Hospital, concluding with the 
following sentence: ‘‘ The Society presumes to 
hope that the author of this great discovery will 
meet with that reward from his grateful country 
which he fully deserves for having thus rendered 
himself the benefactor of mankind.” 

One of the smaller pictures of the great man 
(there are altogether about 14) depicts him per- 
forming his first vaccination on a boy of 8, while 
another one shows him in the act of inoculating 
his 18-month old son, who is apparently protesting 
at the unusual treatment. 

\mong some things in a case can be seen a 
portion of a skull on which trepanning had been 
performed by Dr. Jenner, which shows him to 
have been a skilful surgeon as well as a great 
physician; in the same case is also a very funny 
little prescription book with the names of familiar 
drugs entered on its yellow pages. In another 
case all by itself, beautifully polished and mounted 
in gold, is one of the horns of the cow from which 
Dr. Jenner took his first lymph. Near the pres- 
cription book is the patients’ visiting book. There 
are also some poems written by Dr. Jenner in his 
less serious and strenuous moments. 

There is a side screen showing some very amusing 
caricatures of that day; one of them shows Dr. 
Jenner inoculating a patient and surrounded by 
men and women who, apparently, have already 
been done, for each of them is represented as hav- 
ing a large bulbous excrescence in different parts 
of the body, and from the end of each of these is 
seen the horned head of a cow emerging, a develop- 
ment actually feared by the ignorant people of 
that time. Another picture is entitled “‘ Confirma- 
tion,” and in it we see a school boy in a class with 
several others being orally examined by a clergy- 
man, the question put being, “ Have you been 
‘confirmed ’” No, sir, but I have’ been 
waxinated.”’ 

In another case is shown a letter telling a friend 
of the grant of twenty thousand pounds made by 
Parliament, in the following simple way: ‘‘ Pray 
excuse this shabby bit of paper which I catch up 
to tell you that Parliament last night voted me the 
sum of {20,000 for making public my vaccine 
discovery ; the debate continued for two hours, 
dw ing which much eloquence was displayed.” 


There are some nice water-colour drawings af 
the vicarage at Berkeley, the little country Village 
where Dr. Jenner was born; also of a beautify 
stone memorial that has been erected to his memory 
in Berkeley Church. Near by is the Diploma 
presented to Dr. Jenner by the Royal Huma 
Society, and on the other side of the screen are 
displayed paintings of the vaccine pustule from 
the 7th to the 9th day; these rather nasty looking 
things are done on ivory by a celebrated French 
miniature painter, who must have found thy 
particular piece of work a great change after the 
fair ladies whose delicate beauty he was accus. 
tomed to portray. There is one case full of medals 
that were struck in most European countries jp 
commemoration of the discovery of vaccination, 
and in another are shown many of the instruments 
that were used, lancets, scarifiers, etc., including 
the original vaccine points cut from quills. It is 
difficult in such an interesting collection of exhibits 
to single out any among the many there that might 
be more suitable for description than others. Al] 
are so interesting, and so beautifully arranged too, 
each exhibit having a clearly written and full 
descriptive label. A visit is strongly recom 


‘mended, and will certainly well repay the little 


trouble taken in reaching the exhibition, which 
will be open daily until the end of June 
Admission is free.

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RELATION OF PHYSICAL DISEASE TO 
INSANITY. 


N Tuesday afternoon Colonel Nathan Raw, 
O M fs... F RR. ~. B.S., Pave a lecture 
(unfortunately curtailed by an accident), of 
which the following are brief Mental 
symptoms are always met with in physical diseases 
Dr. Maudsley used to say “ It is impossible to be 
out of physically and not mentally 
Patients change in manner, become delirious, o1 
may become temporarily insane, due to poisoning 
from acute disease which overthrows the balanc: 
Exopthalmic goitre and myxcedema cause great 
nervous changes in the patient, the former due to 
excess of thvroid secretion and the latter to 
diminished secretion. Very careful nursing and 
great patience are required in both cases. In heart 
disease, as long as compensation is good, nothing 
happens, but if that fails and the circulation of 
the brain is interfered with, the patient becomes 
distrustful, sees visions, and has hallucinations; 
the nurse needs to be kind, thoughtful and patient, 
and as she is not appreciated by her patient this 
is specially difficult. 

In tuberculosis (it has been said for 2,000 vears 
that the consumptive is always hopeful) very few 
patients realise that they are mortally ill; usually 
towards the end the patient becomes difficult, and 
the nurse must be the right one. It is a thankless 
task but she must realise that the makes 
the patient what he is and alters his whole nature. 
In anemia, a disease that is fast disappearing on 
account of better housing and better food, the 
blood becomes thin, the patient is depressed, the 
blood does not nourish the brain In kidney 
disease there are often fits, paralysis, uremia from 
poisons of the blood. Other diseases associated 
with mental disease are eclapmsia and puerpural 
insanity. In eclampsia the woman becomes 
suddenly unconscious, caused by a poison from the 
uterus, and prompt treatment is needed to save 
life. In puerpural insanity the patient becomes 
insane after confinement, often having been quite 
healthy previously. Treatment for the working 
classes is very difficult; the patient usually drifts 
to an infirmary and if she does not recover in 
21 days she has to be removed to an asylum 
Chorea is a nervous disease, and needs very good

nursing ; a good nurse can do more for the patient 
than anyone to cure it. In pneumonia the patient 
often develops delirium from the pneumococcus 
poisoning ; the nurse must be on her guard or the 
patient may suddenly commit suicide in a rapid, 
impulsive manner. In typhoid the patient suffers 
from slow poisoning, is restless, morose and will 
refuse food. Gout causes violent mental symptoms 
due to the excess of urea in the system, and the 
patient must be nursed with great kindness and 
sympathy. Headaches, due to gout or liver 
disturbance, cause violent pain from intense con 
gestion of the brain. Drugs such as atropine may 
cause delirium. There is a great need for hospitals 
for temporary insanity, and it is hoped to get a 
Bill passed before long for this purpose.

Mr. Robert Richardson, the Labour Member for 


Houghton-le-Spring, in the House of Commons on Wednes- 
day, asked the Minister of Health, if he would state why 
the General Nursing Council for England and Wales had 
only printed and published in the middle of March, 
1923, its first Register, in view of the fact that No. 7 
of the Rules sanctioned by Parliament explicitly stated 
that this should be issued as soon as possible after the 
Ist July, 1922, and as soon as possible after the Ist 
January of the year 1923, and of each subsequent year, 
and, as this rule gave no sanction for the publication 
of two Registers in the year 1923, on what date would the 
second Register appear; W hether, in view of the fact that 
the first published Register had only been issued this 
month, he would state what authority the General Nursing 
Council for England and Wales, had in sending out notices 
to registered nurses demanding a retention fee, when, 
by No. 5 of the Rules sanctioned by Parliament, it was 
only required from a nurse w ho desired her name to be 
retained on the Register for any year subsequent to the 
first year in which it was included in the published 
Register ; and whether, as this notice was sent from the 
General Nursing Council offices as far back as August, 
1922, and as many nurses had paid whose names were not 
on first Register and who, therefore, according to the 
present Rules, were only required to pay this fee on or 
before the 30th September, 1924, he would, to avoid 
confusion, direct that all retention fees illegally obtained 
before the middle of March, 1923, be returned to the 
registered nurses, especially in view of the fact that the 
General Nursing Council for Scotland, in the parallel 
case, had given notice that it did not require a retention 
fee for 1922 and had, it was understood, returned to 
its nurses those already paid. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in reply, said I am informed 
that the first Register has been printed and published as 
soonafter Ist July, 1922,aswaspossible. It isthe Register 
for 1922. The second Register, which will be that dating 
from Ist January, 1923, is now in the printer's hands. 
lam informed that no nurses have been requested to 
pay the retention fee whose names are not on the first 
Register. I have no power to give any direction as to 
the return of any fees

Tenancy Problems (X.M.).—(1) B grants a sub-leas 
to C, with somewhat easier terms than those contained 
in the original lease to B. If B disappears or goes bank 
rupt, the original lessor cannot hold C responsible for 
not observing the conditions which were in the original 
lease to B, but not in the sub-lease to C. The reason 
of this is because there is no “ privity of contract’ 
between the original lessor and the sub-lessee. (2) A 
tenant paying rent for a flat (unfurnished) under an old 
unexpired lease at the rate of /50 a year, can let it toa 
sub-tenant at the rate of {75 a year. But the standard 
rent must be observed, if and when the flat comes within 
the Act It will not come under the Act until the lease 
expires. (3) There is nothing to prevent a person who

ISS MURIEL SIMON, who was Sister-in- 
Charge of the Post-Certificate School 
(York Road) is now working under the 

Government in Lahore; Miss Raynor is with her. 
Maternity and child welfare work in India is an up- 
hill job; there are the difficulties of language, 
religion, customs, the indifference and supersti- 
tions of the people the ignorance and malpractices 
of the untrained native dais—but these two British 
midwives, with others, are putting their energies 
into teaching and helping the mothers of India, 
and though perhaps the results seem disappointing, 
and hope sometimes fails, the propaganda work 
must tell in time; in the East all moves slowly. 

“Tf you were to go in our area,”’ writes Miss 
Simon, “ and see some of the familiar sights, you 
would not think any civilised being had ever set 
foot in it. The people are indifferent to illness 
and death; these matters are decided by Kismet. 
Natural immunity, a mere theory of the text 
books at home, plays a very real part in midwifery 
practice in India; plugs of cow-dung are used to 
hurry on the dilatation of the os; this is often 
followed by aslight touch of sapremia. Neverthe- 
less the patients are probably at work again in 
three days.” Miss Simon is having a set of realistic 
lantern slides prepared showing some of the awful 
doings of the untrained dai, who has a very strong 
foothold in the homes of rich and poor alike. In 
addition to teaching midwifery to native dais, 
Miss Simon gives lectures to Indian teachers from
